Senator Hale Talks of tlio Penefits of the
Reciprocity Clause.

HOW THE CHILE NEWS WiS RECEIVED

"Washington-- D. C, Jan. 8. The pro-

ceedings of the House of Representatives
were marked bytno significant events to-

day. One was the receipt of the President's
message announcing that the war cloud had
lost its somber hue, and that the adminis-
tration now felt able to cope with Chile
without special pow e from Congress, and
the other was an ebullition of that Ameri-
can humor which irresistably bursts forth
as the aftermath of all periods of national
crisis. The former was an indication tliat
the administration felt the hour of danger
passed; the latter was an evidence that the
House shared in that feeling of assurance
entertained by the Chief Executive, and
the two incidents combined have created a
leeling ot casv confidence in public and
official circles that has not prevailed at the
national capital for months.

The reading of the President's message
and accompanying dispatches was fre-
quently iuterropted bv applause which was
by no means confined to the Republican
side of the House, and when that portion
of the messase was reached where the Vice
President alluded to the general support
which had been given the Administration
as an illustration of the "unity and patriot
ism or the people, tne sentiment recened
enthusiastic applause from the Democratic
side.

Allen Makes a Tlnmorans Speech.
The discussion of the Teport of the Com-

mittee on ltules occupied the remainder of
the day, and it was during the afternoon
that an adroit motion of Mr. Allen, of Mis-
sissippi, once more drew the attention of
the House to the Chilean controversy. The
Mississippi Democrat moved to amend the.
rules by increasing tne membership of the
Committee on Foreign Affairs from 13 to 73,
and the speech which followed contained so
many thrusts at his fellow-Democra- ts that
it was hardly regarded by the Republicans
as a tvpical political arraignment of the
Republican party. He said:

Kow, Mr. Speaker, the great struggle
to winch 13 men. the members of the
Foreign Affairs Committee, liavo been
subjected lor tbe last fewdays has.prompted
ine to offer this amendment to incf ease Uieir
membership from 13 to 75. Laughter We
liaveno right, sir, in my humble judgment
to impose so much responsibility upon 13
men.

lie Kelates His Experience In War.
Sir, some 30 yeais ago I went to war-rat-her

hastily. Tumultuous laughter and
applause. ily experience til the. war has
ne er daunted my courage laughter, but it
has made me decidedly more cautious. Re-
newed laughter. I do not want now to

any of my Confederate brethren
who have rushed Into this war with a zeal
that I think is somewhat precipitous
laughter, but it strikes me there ate some

of them no seem to feel that their reputa-
tion lor patriotic devotion to the country isa little impaired and thev'want to repair it.

iiatriotic devotion to the conntrv and tnvcourage in time or battle are so ell estab-
lished that 1 do not iish to rush Into thenewspapers to giva advice.

Used Favors tbe Old Bolts.
Of course tbe motion to increase the mem-

bership of the committee was defeated, but
it had served to give Mr. Allen a chance
to make one of those felicitous speeches
which have made him the recognized wit of
the Democratic side of the House.

Mr. Reed, of Maine, spoke in opposition
to the report of the committee. lie favored
the rules of the Filty-fir- st Congress, and
proclaimed its adherence to the doctrine of
'majority rule. He believed in the rule
of the majority even when it had been
chosen against the views which lie himself
entertained. He was in favor of "majority
rule" because that rule would give people
the sense that when they vent to an elec-
tion that election meant something that was
a determination on their part

He criticised the Holman amendment,
contending that this body ought to be as
free as it could for the purposes of legisla-
tion. In a sarcastic vein he proceeded to
analyze and ridicule the rules, and especi-
ally satirized the rule limiting the morning
hour to HO minutes. This would give rise
to nothing but filibustering and would put
it in the power of a small minority to pre-
vent the transaction of business, "And
yet," he said, addressing the Democrats,
"you are going to do it, although every one
ot yon must be the Constitution requires
it j years old." Laughter,.

lie Turned the Laugh on Bjnum.
He then turned bis. attention to Mr.

Bynum, of Indiana, whom he congratulated
Upon being in a better track than he was
when he (Mr. Reed) last had the pleasure
of an interview with him. This allusion to
the occasion when, as Speaker, Mr. Reed
delivered the censure ot the House upon
Mr. Bynum caused a hearty laugh, in which
Mr. Bynum himself joined. Mr, Reed
called attention to the fact that an appeal
from the decision of the Speaker a favorite
mode of filibustering was unknown in the
British Parliament. It was in vpgue here,
but he had never known a case (with one
exoeption) of a decision ot the Chair being
overruled. That exception was a case when
a temporary Speaker through a mistake de-

livered an incorrect decision.
An appeal was taken and the House sus-

tained him. When he realized what he had
done the Chair had in a manly way rectified
his mistake. This left the House in a bad
shape, but left him ail right Laughter.
Perhaps the Democrats thought that by
hiding their heads in the sand they ren-
dered themselves invisible. Perhaps they
thought that by cutting themselves off from
action they could go to the people with the
declaration that they had done nothing be-
cause they were prevented by the rules.
The majority was responsible not only for
what happened, buti for what they do not
happen to do. Applause on Republican
side.

Other Views on the Same Subject.
Mr. McMillin, of Tennessee, said that if

there was oue thing that made him happier
than another it was that the gentleman from
Maine no longer occupied the Speaker's
chair, and that his party was in a hopeless
minority. The Democrats were at tne old
stand doing business, and the places which
had known Republicans would know them
no more forever. Democratic applause.

Mr. Catchings. of Mississippi, defended
the proposed rules and animadverted upon
the code adopted by the Fifty-fir- st Congress
and the rulings of Speaker Reed thereunder.
Referring to the published statement that
Mr. Reed had, in counting a quorum, sent to
the clcak roomsfend included in his count
gentlemen whose hats were npon the sev-
eral hooks, he was interrupted by Mr. Reed
with the declaration that was only one' of
the lies that the country had been led to be-

lieve.
- Mr. Catchings retorted that the gentleman
from Maine had at length And on various oc-

casions explained the position taken by
him in the Fifty-fir- st Congress, and that the
country had heard that explanation and had
passed judgement upon it Democratic
applause. General debate having closed
the rules were read by paragraphs for
amendment.

On motion of Mr. Catchings, an amend-
ment was adopted increasing from 10 to 17
the membership of the Committee on Inter-Stat- e

and Foreign Commerce.
Mr. Hemphill, of South Carolina, offered

an amendment giving to the Committee on
the District of Columbia jurisdiction over
the appropriations for the support of the
District Pending action Mr, Cockran, of
New York, announced the death of Repre-
sentative F. B. Spinola, of New York, and
the House as mark of respect to the mem-
ory of the deceased, adjourned until to-
morrow.

SENATE PROCEEDINGS.

Bale Talks of the Benefits pf tho Reci-
procity Clanse of tho Tariff Act Sneers
of the Democrats Batard the Beaplnc of
the Measure's Benefits.

"Washington, Jan. 2a Among the
papers referred was the protest of the New
Orleans Cotton Exchange against the pass-
age of the "Washburne bill defining options
and futures.

At 12:10 Mr. Prnden, one of the Presi-
dent's secretaries, appeared at thq bar of
the Senate and delivered a message from
the President transmitting the additional
correspondence in the Chilean matter. The
Vice President opened the message and im-
mediately laid it before the Senate,

A feeling of satisfaction was expressed fn
words by Mr. Sherman, who, in moving the
reference of the message and accompanying
documents to the Committee on Foreign Re-
latione, said that he supposed that every
member of the Senate heartily joined in
congratulation at the hopeful and honor-
able settlement (honorable to both sides) to
the unpleasant incident

Mr. Chandler called for the reading of Mr.
Egan's communication to the Secretary of
State, and it was read and listened to with
very close attention. Mr. Sherman's motion
was then agreed to, and the message and ac-
companying documents were referred to the
Committee on Foreign Relations.

The resolution offered by Mr. Hale on the
18th instant directing the "Secretary of State
iu luiuisu iu luc oeuuie copies 01 an agree-
ments made with other countries relating to
an interchange of trade and commerce under
the tariff act of October 1, 1890, with all in-

formation received as to the practical effect
of such agreements, was then taken up, and
Mr, Hale addressed the Senate on the sub-
ject

Mr. Hale spoke at great length upon the
benefits of reciprocity, which, he said, was
an aid to protection and broadened the field
of the American laborer by opening new
markets for-hi- s products to be paid for in
articles which could never be complete with
his labor. He did not hesitate in stating
here and now, as the result of his observa-
tion, that that section or the Mclvlnloy aqt
which contained tbe reciprocity feature was
the part of the .measure which had floated
the u hole act, and was that part of the bill
which kept it from being swamped by the
storm which, with or without reason, broke
upon it from tbe day of its passage.

The reciprocity plan was. born of dis-
tinguished Republican parentage and was
adopted at last by tbe Republican party.
Democratic newspapers denounced it every-
where as impracticable sham, and wherever
Democratic authority was heard ffom it
carried with it a sneer against tbe measure.

Mr. Vest took the floor on Mr. Hale's
resolution, which went over without action.

The Mexicau award bill (as to tbe La
Abra claim) was then taken up as the un-
finished business, and after aiumenl went
ower until Monday, After a brief execu-
tive session, (he Senate adjourned until
Monday.

pire and Prince Bismarck.

LEDOCHOWSKI A PATRIOTIC POLE.

let Leo Hopes to Conciliate the Fatherland
and Warn Italy. . -

THE CAREER OP A FIGHTING PRELATE

Rome, Jan, 28. A native of Prussian
Poland, Cardinal Ledochowski, is the suc-

cessor of the late SimeonI as Prefect of the
Congregation de Propoganda Fide iri the
Papal Cabinet In 18(12 he became Arch
bishop of Thebes and Nuncio at Brussels.

He spent two years in prison for opposing
the Government of his country and was
treated very harshly. While still in prison
he was appointed a Cardinal priest After
his release he got into hot water with both
the Austrian and the Prussian Govern-
ments. Being ordered to quit Gallicia, he
was received bv Pope Plus IX. with dis
tinguished honor.

From his chambers at the Vatican he
thenceforth continued to direct the affairs
of his diocese, apparently paying little fieed
to the sentences which his ojd enemies con-

tinued to impose on him. In April, 1877,
he was sentenced to three years' imprison-
ment and to pay a fine of .100 thalers. Jn
October, 1878, a similar fine was imposed on
him. Finally, in July, 1879, he was sum-

moned, through the Prussian Ambassador
at Rome, to appear before the Government
tribunals, and, failing to appear, was sen-

tenced to 70 days' imprisonment and to pay
a fine of 2,000 thalers.

A Bitter Enemy of Bismarck.
Cardinal Ledochowski was for a time

friendly toward the German Goyornment
He was an intimate friend of the late Em-

press Augusta of Germany. Subsequently
events occurred which led him to "change
his attitude toward the Government, and
he became one of its most bitter adversa-
ries. He incurred the hostility ot Prince
Bismarck, and the result was that he was
sentenced to several years' imprisonment.
He was, after a time, allowed to escape,
and has since resided in Rome.

The German Government, it is said.is
now trying to court him in order to get him
to accept the policy of the Emperor, and to
have him as an ally near the Pope, but thug
far his sentiment against Germany is unap-
peasable, and the negotiations with him
have no present cnance oi success.

Had he been appointed Prefect of the
Propaganda during Bismarck's time it
would have been an act of defiance toward
Germany. Bismarck regarded Cardinal
Ledochowski as his personal enemy. His
residence at the Vatican was the chief diff-
iculty met with bv Herr Von Schloezer, the
German Ambassador to the Vatican, in at-

tempting to carry out the mission with
which he was intrusted.

An Obstacle In the Way of Fence.
Bismarck was convinced that Cardinal

Ledochowski was constantly with the Pope,
advising him to resist tbe German over-
tures and dictating replies to the German
communications. "The imperative part of
Herr von Schloezer's mission was to induce
the Pope to part with Cardinal

This course Herr von Schloezer
urged upon the Pope, but His Holiness
always replied that Prince Bismarck was

of the position occupied by
Cardinal Ledoahowski.

Apart from the Pope, Cardinal Ledoch-
owski wields great influence at the Vatican.
Every effort made by Germany since Bis-
marck's fall to win the Cardinal to her side
has been without success.

His appointment is designed to end the
difficulty with Germany br linking him to
the Vatican and by sinking his Polish
nationality. The Pope, in ignoring the
Italian candidates for the position, wishes
to make a step in the direction of inter-
nationalizing the Vatican dignities. The
appointment of Cardinal Ledochowski will
be a warning to Italy.
